Health Board desires consistent COVID response

BELCHERTOWN —- The 
Belchertown Board of Health held 
a virtual meeting to discuss how 
the town can get a consistent and 
immediate response to COVID-19 
state regulations from all depart- 
ments — including the selectboard, 
town administrator and police 
department. 

In Monday’s meeting, Quabbin 
Health Director, Judy Metcalf told 


the board she spent the last week 
studying nearby communities and 
their coordination across depart- 
ments. 

“The coordination from other 
towns and their departments 
vary,’ Metcalf said. 

Metcalf said she firmly believes 
that an overall coordinated town 
response 1s possible and is what’s 
going to help lower Belchertown’s 
community percentage rate for 
COVID-19 cases.

Metcalf reported Northampton 
hired a police officer for four 
hours per day, two days a week, 
to monitor the city for any mask 
violations and to hand out masks 
to those who may need them. 

In Amherst a “mask ambassa- 
dor,’ who is not a police officer, 
passes out masks to those in need. 

Belchertown’s case numbers 
are still concerning, according to 
Metcalf, who reports the town’s 
community percentage rate to be

2.65 percent. Ideally, this percent- 
age should be “well below 2 per- 
cent,’ said Metcalf. 

“Without safe, consistent 
school re-openings, we cannot 
have an economic recovery,” she 
said.

He added that he believes the 
person should be able to “hit the 
ground running.” 

“We have the personnel, we 
have the talent, we just need some 
good leadership right now,” he 
said. “Before you bring in others, 
let us pull it together as officers 
or a department to see if we can 
get this place on track, so whoev- 
er takes over has a good crew to 
work with.”

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Belchertown receives Shared Streets 
& Spaces program funding award

BOSTON - The Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation 
(MassDOT) announced the award 
of $689,167for the fifth round 
of funding in the Baker-Polito 
Administration’s Shared Streets & 
Spaces program. 

Belchertown received $45,500 to 
create a safe, child-friendly neigh- 
borhood walking and biking trail 
that provides safe routes to schools 
and other facilities for children and 
youth and connects to essential des- 
tinations and workplaces, all while 
allowing for greater social distanc- 
ing. Improvements include flash- 
ing safety beacons, ADA-compliant 
pushbuttons, crosswalk markings, 
and sidewalk ramps. 

The program, which was 
launched on June 10, provides 
technical and funding assistance to 
help Massachusetts cities and towns 
conceive, design, and implement 
tactical changes to curbs, streets, 
on-street parking spaces and off- 
street parking lots in support of 
public health, safe mobility, and 
renewed commerce. With the award 
of this new round of funding, the 
program will have given out a total 
of $3.8 million to fund 50 proj- 
ects in 44 municipalities across the 
Commonwealth, of which 68 per- 
cent are Environmental Justice com- 
munities. 

This new round will provide 
$689,167 to projects in nine munic- 
ipalities, of which 62 percent are 
Environmental Justice communities. 
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The quick-build grant program 
provides grants as small as $5,000 
and as large as $300,000 for munici- 
palities to quickly launch changes to 
sidewalks, curbs, streets, on-street 
parking spaces and off-street park- 
ing lots in support of public health, 
safe mobility - including safe walk- 
ing and biking to schools - and 
renewed commerce. These improve- 
ments can be intentionally tempo- 
rary, in the style of tactical urban- 
ism, or can be pilots of potentially 
permanent changes to streets and 
sidewalks. 

The Baker-Polito Administra- 
tion’s Shared Streets & Spaces pro- 
gram will continue to make awards 
on a rolling basis for projects that 
can be implemented and used this 
summer and fall. MassDOT has 
allocated a total of $5 million for 
this 100-day program. Applications 
are being accepted through 
September 29 and projects must be 
mostly or completely implement- 
ed by October 9. Preference will 
be given to projects that can be 
operational within 15 to 30 days 
of award, projects in designated 
Environmental Justice areas, and 
projects that show potential to be 
made permanent. 

Types of projects may include: 

Shared Streets and Spaces: sup- 
porting increased rates of walking 
and/or biking by increasing safety 
and enabling social distancing. 

Outdoor Dining and Commerce: 
calming roadways, modifying side- 
walks and streets, and/or repurpos- 
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ing on- or off-street parking to bet- 
ter support curbside/sidewalk/street 
retail and dining. 

Better Buses: supporting safer 
and more reliable bus transit, 
including expanded bus stops and 
lanes dedicated for bus travel, (extra 
scoring credit will be granted for 
dedicated bus lanes). 

Safe Routes to School: creating 
safe routes to schools and other 
programs for children and youth, 
including safer walking and bik- 
ing networks with lowered vehicle 
speeds. 

The Baker-Polito Administration 
launched the Shared Streets & 
Spaces program to support quick- 
build projects that can bring 
meaningful benefits to cities and 
towns. The program is modeled 
after the Administration’s Complete 
Streets Funding Program, creat- 
ed in February 2016, which, as of 
January 2020, has awarded a total 
$46 million to cities and towns 
for municipal projects improving 
infrastructure to improve safety for 
pedestrians, bicyclists, motorists 
and public transportation custom- 
ers. The Administration includ- 
ed $20 million for the Complete 
Streets Program as part of the 
Administration’s $18 billion trans- 
portation bond bill which was filed 
in July 2019.

Morse will not drop out of congressional 
race, UMass to investigate conduct

HOLYOKE -— The mayor of 
Holyoke is refusing to renounce his 
candidacy for the U.S. 
House of Representatives 
this week after con- 
troversial accusations 
of misconduct while 
working as a profes- 
sor at the University of 
Massachusetts surfaced 
late last week. 

Alex Morse, who has 
served as mayor for the 
last eight years, is try- 
ing to unseat longtime 
U.S. Rep. Richard Neal, 


D-Massachusetts. Alex Morse 


Morse, also a 
Democrat, is set to challenge Neal in 
the Democratic primary currently set 
for Sept. 1. 

With just a few weeks left before 
that primary, the Daily Collegian, a 
publication at UMass, published a let- 
ter from the College Democrats of 
Massachusetts and its chapters at the 
University of Massachusetts Amherst 
and Amherst College. 

The letter alleges Morse engaged in 
sexual relationships with students at 
the school. It further states he abused 
his power as an adjunct faculty mem- 
ber and someone of heavily involved 
in politics to engage in sexual relation- 
ships for his gain. 

After three days of allegations 
reaching the mainstream media due to 
his involvement in the Congressional 
race. He is set to debate Neal in the 
near future. 

With no Republicans involved in the 
race, the Sept. 1 election will effec- 
tively decide the race barring some 
type of strong write-in campaign. 

The First Congressional District 
in Massachusetts represents the 





overwhelming majority of Western 
Massachusetts cities and towns in all 
four counties, Hampden, Hampshire, 
Franklin, and Berkshire. 

Neal, who has been representing 
Massachusetts since 
1989, was once mayor of 
Springfield. 

The two candidates 
have had various TV ads 
fueling their rivalry, but 
Neal’s campaign denies 
having anything to do 
with the sexual miscon- 
duct allegations being 
made public with just 
three weeks to the elec- 
tion. 

Morse, Sunday night, 
said he would not leave 
the race, and released a 
statement to that effect: 

“T announced my candidacy for 
Congress because I believed our 
country needed leadership that under- 
stood the urgency of this moment. I 
believed that the voters of the First 
Congressional District deserved a 
member of Congress who would put 
their interests before those of wealthy 
and influential donors. I believed that 
the health of our democracy relied on 
envisioning a new kind of politics — a 
politics of lifting up and empowering 
ordinary people. 

I still believe these things. If any- 
thing, my time as a candidate has only 
deepened my conviction that people 
are looking for a politics that is more 
generous, more open, and more just. 
I’ve heard stories from people in every 
corner of this district that Pll carry 
with me for the rest of my life. 

Our campaign is fueled by the hard 
work and dedication of my amazing 
staff and volunteers and the contribu- 
tions of small grassroots donors. Our 
campaign is also lifted up by the sup- 
port of progressive organizations that 


helped take our efforts to new heights. 
I remain committed to their missions, 
but also understand the toll that recent 
events are taking on them and their 
supporters. 

Over the weekend, the Daily 
Collegian published a story that 
alleged that I abused my power in hav- 
ing consensual sexual encounters with 
college students, and that I made other 
college students feel uncomfortable by 
conversing with them on social media. 

I want to be very clear about this. 
I have never, in my entire life, had a 
non-consensual sexual encounter with 
anyone. I have never used my position 
of power as Mayor and UMass lec- 
turer for romantic or sexual gain, or 
to take advantage of students. I have 
never violated UMass policy. Any 
claim to the contrary is false. As I’ve 
acknowledged, I have had consensual 
relationships with other men, includ- 
ing students enrolled at local univer- 
sities that I’ve met using dating apps.” 

Morse said he welcomes any inves- 
tigation and says he will be cleared of 
any wrongdoing. 

On Monday, the University of 
Massachusetts-Amherst released a 
statement confirming an investigation 
in Morse’s conduct. UMass has also 
gone on record saying Morse will not 
be re-hired as an adjunct professor. 
Morse taught classes in government 
and political science since 2014. 

“The allegations that Holyoke 
Mayor Alex Morse engaged in inap- 
propriate behavior with UMass 
Amherst students are serious and 
deeply concerning,” UMass states. 
“And the university is launching an 
immediate review of the matter to 
determine whether the alleged actions 
during his time as a university lecturer 
were in violation of university policy 
or federal Title IX law.”

randma 
visited 
today 


and questioned 
why her pickling 
cucumbers were 
“funny looking.” 
She was hop- 
ing for blocky, 
straight fruit, 
but what she has 
are tapered to 
a point. Some 
even curl. Looks 
don’t matter 
much to her but 
unfortunately they don’t taste very good either. They 
are quite bitter. How can this be remedied? 

This is an easy fix. Curling, bitter fruit are an indi- 
cation that cucumber plants are crying out for more 
water, and it is no wonder with the drought we are hav- 
ing. They are shallow rooted and depend on a steady 
amount of moisture to grow evenly. Your goal should 
be an inch of rain per week. Sometimes summer rains 
are deceiving; while you think that passing shower sat- 
urated the earth, chances are it didn’t. 

Just for the fun of it, set up a homemade rain gauge 
in the garden. This way you can see for yourself just 
how much rain we are actually getting. Simply posi- 
tion an empty tuna fish can marked in quarter-inch 
increments among your plants. You can even leave 
it there while your sprinkler is at work or while you 
hand water as normal. After each “rainfall” record 
your results, and at the end of the week, make up the 
difference to achieve the desired one inch. I don’t 
expect you to be this fussy all the time, but this little 
experiment will give you a sense of how little or much 
rain you and Mother Nature are actually providing 
to your plants. While we have little say in what falls 
from the sky, we can make adjustments to our sprinkler 
timers. Another way to help out your cukes would be 
to provide their shallow roots with a little mulch. The 
mulch will regulate moisture and prevent weed com- 
petition. Accomplish this well after your plants are up 
and growing, and of course, don’t pile it up too close 
to the stem. 

This question came from Robin, who gardens in 
Hardwick: “My pepper plants are laden with fruit but 
slow to turn color. When will they be ready to harvest? 
I'd like to preserve them somehow for use over the 
winter. What would you suggest?” 

Usually you will have to wait at least two to three 
weeks after green peppers have reached full size before 
they will ripen completely. Now you know why col- 
ored peppers command a higher price than their green 
counterparts, they are taking up space on the plant for 
a longer period and because of that inhibiting, to some 
degree anyway, new fruits from forming. In our part 
of the country it is smart to search out pepper varieties 
that reach maturity in the fewest number of days. Look 
for those marked 80 days or less. 

Freezing peppers is super easy, and there is no 
blanching necessary. Simply cut your peppers into slic- 
es and prefreeze them on a cookie sheet. Once they are 
frozen you can put them into freezer bags and grab a 
handful or two as needed.

Yellow warbler 

I saw either a female or immature yellow 
warbler in the forsythia bush this Sunday. The 
female or immature is a duller yellow than the 
male. It either has faint breast streaking or none 
at all. The immature females lack breast streaks 
and are buff olive with less yellow. The male is 
yellow with reddish streaking on its breast. 

The yellow warbler is five inches long. They 
eat caterpillars, cankerworms, gypsy moths, bee- 
tles, aphids and other insects. The female lays 
four to six white eggs with blotches in a nest of 


milkweed, stem fibers, grasses, down and spi- 
der’s silk. The yellow warblers song is a “sweet 
sweet sweet I’m so sweet” with the last note 
accented. It also has a musical “chip” call. 


Baltimore orioles 

I received an email from a North Brookfield 
resident. She said, “I have had Baltimore orioles 
at my jelly feeder up until this week. I have put 
out seven quarts of grape jelly so far. But I have 
not seen an oriole this week can you explain 
where they could be?” 

I also have not seen Baltimore orioles coming 
for orange halves that I put out.

Belchertown School Committee opts for two-week remote start 


High school to stay 
remote for first quarter

BELCHERTOWN - In a vote of four to 
one, the Belchertown School Committee 
voted to start remote for the first two weeks 
of school across grade levels with an audi- 
ence of 327 in its virtual meeting. 

For the first two weeks, the entire school 
district will be doing online learning. 

Then at the end of two weeks, the School 
Committee will evaluate how the town is 
doing as far as its COVID-19 numbers, 
and then phase in the following groups in 
tentative two-week increments for hybrid 
learning. 

The first group going back to school will 
be special education and English Language 
learners across the district. The next group 
is grades kindergarten, one, four and seven, 
followed by pre-school, two, five and eight 
about two weeks later. Then after another 
two weeks grades three and six will phase 
into the schools. 

School Committee Chair Heidi Gutekenst 
said the high school will be remote until

along with Metcalf, recognize that 
Massachusetts may only have about four 
weeks before the number of COVID-19 
cases begin to multiply at a much less 
controllable rate. 

“Gov. Baker is stepping up enforcement 
he was reluctant to have local officials do 
it under his order. But now I think with the 
seriousness of the issue, the threat of rais- 
ing infection rates, schools reopening — he 
has switched that philosophy,’ Metcalf 
said. “He is authorizing state and local 
officials to fine people up to $500 for not 
complying wearing masks.” 

Metcalf and the Belchertown BOH 
attempted to find ways to gain consistency 
among town departments on enforcement 
of COVID-19 regulations. 

Regulations include wearing a mask in 
public, staying six feet apart from people 
in public, washing your hands frequently 
and disinfecting high-touch surfaces. 

One should also avoid crowds, avoid 
large gatherings, avoid travelling to 
hotspots, and avoid having up-close, 
un-masked conversations with people out- 
side of your household. 

Stephen Bell said one of the biggest 
problems is businesses not enforcing 
COVID-19 regulations. 

Metcalf agreed, adding that the town 


about the end of the first marking period 
when the board will reevaluate the plan.

Returning to school will stay on the 
school committee’s agenda for some time 
the future, Gutekenst said. 

Belchertown Education Association 
President, Lawrence O’Brien wrote to the 
group urging them to start remotely. 

“The BEA board thinks the best course 
of action for our district would be to start 
the school year remotely. Doing this will 
provide the necessary time for our dis- 
trict staff to train and plan for the safest 
and most successful experience for both 
students and staff who wish to work in a 
hybrid learning model, a goal that we share 
with our district’s leaders and community,” 
O’Brien wrote in his letter. “Contrary to 
the conventional thinking that perceives 
the two approaches as competing mod- 
els, BEA leaders think that starting remote- 
ly is a necessary precursor to implementing 
a successful and healthy hybrid learning 
experience.” 

According to a BEA member survey 
on Aug. 2, 69 percent of responding staff 


needs assistance with enforcement of 
COVID-19 regulations inside of busi- 
nesses because it should not be left up to 
cashiers to enforce mask regulations. 

“Cashiers are not trained in how to 
deescalate the potentially violent situation 
a disagreement about masks may put them 
in, nor do they make enough money to 
have to deal with those types of issues,” 
according to Metcalf. 

The BOH proposed meeting with the 
police department, board of selectmen 
and town administrator to organize how 
they can all work on enforcing consistent 
COVID-19 state regulations and to discuss 
the importance of needing an immediate 
response for this issue. 

Local businesses including Belchertown 
pizza shop and Family Dollar have been in 
violation of these regulations. 

Belchertown pizza, the first business 
in town to receive a mask violation fine, 
continued to rack up mask violation 
complaints from the public, according to 
Metcalf. No action has been taken within 
the business to fix this issue thus far. 

Family Dollar is the second 
Belchertown business to be fined for mask 
violations within the business from cus- 
tomers and/or employees, Metcalf report- 
ed on Monday .A fine, in this case, comes 
after the number of complaints surpasses 
its maximum.

reported they preferred the proposed remote 
model and 31 percent reported they pre- 
ferred the proposed hybrid model.

“For grades nine to 12, the benefits are 
not serious enough to bring kids back to 
school, there are too many risks with them 
changing periods. There is no way of keep- 
ing cohorts... There is no way to bring them 
back safely,” Knapp said. “At the same 
time with, pre-school through some early 
elementary grades, there are benefits of 
bringing them back to get face time with 
a teacher. I think those youngersters get- 
ting in-person time with a teacher is really 
valuable.”

She said every attendant she saw was 
wearing a mask and adhered to the guide- 
lines of the event. 

There was a map for people to see the 
best way to enter the parking lot, an online 
or paper menu, and patrons would pay for 
their food upfront and drive to a spot to wait 
for their food. A runner would deliver food 
to each vehicle. 

In its meeting on Monday night, the 
selectboard discussed the event, which 
was “an overall success,” according to 
Selectboard member Nick O’Connor. 

O’Connor said he received a report from 
the BCC detailing the reflections on the 
event. 

“They didn’t report witnessing any 
groups congregating or violating any social 
distancing rules during the time frame,” 
O’Connor said. “There were a couple mod- 
ifications suggested including a bit more 
signage to direct traffic directing the traffic 
to two lanes.” 

Another suggestion was placing the food 
truck back further towards Route 202 to 
give the parking lot more space and allevi- 
ate any potential traffic, although there were 
typically no more than four to five cars there 
at a given time, O’Connor said.

Brown said she liked the idea of phasing 
grades into the schools.

“This committee got such a well 
thought out set of plans from the reopening 
committee that volunteered their time to 
open our schools. These folks, including 
administrators and building principals, gave 
up hours of everyday problem solving the 
complex situation before us. They deserve 
profusive gratitude.”

Volleyball hall induction cancelled for 2020 


HOLYOKE — The Board of 
Directors of the International 
Volleyball Hall of Fame has 
made the difficult decision to 
cancel the 2020 Hall of Fame 
Induction Celebration due to 
safety concerns for the interna- 
tional event that takes place at 
venues in Holyoke and through- 
out Western Massachusetts. 

“Induction weekend is a cele- 
bration of our sport and its great- 
est legends, and while we are dis- 
appointed to cancel this incred- 
ibly special event, the Board of 
Directors’ overriding concern 
is the health and well-being of 
those who travel from all over 
the world to celebrate with us,” 


said IVHF Executive Director

This will be only the second 
time since the first induction 
was held in 1985 that the annu- 
al celebration will not be held. 
There will not be a designated 
induction Class of 2020. Instead, 
the IVHF will recognize its next 
class of inductees in the fall of 
2021. 

“We looked at every possi- 
ble option to hold the event in 
2020 including hosting a virtual 
Induction but it was clear that 
the right decision was to cancel,’ 
stated Mulry. “Most important- 
ly, we strive to honor the induct- 
ees in the proper way they are 


most deserving of. Our next 
Induction Class should enjoy the 
same wonderful experience in the 
Birthplace of Volleyball as pre- 
vious classes and they will have 
that opportunity next Fall.”

School 
opening 
could affect 
return of 
sports

REGION — With a num- 
ber of school districts already 
declaring whether or not they 
will engage in regular in-person 
learning, remote-only learning, 
or hybrid situations where stu- 
dents would spend some time 
in school and some time out of 
school, the MIAA will need to 
consider the consequences of 
those decisions while determin- 
ing when and how student-ath- 
letes will be able to hit the 
fields. 

The MIAA Board of 
Directors recently voted to 
move the start of the season to 
at least Sept. 14. That would 
likely mean the soonest games 
could start would be near the 
end of September. Football 
could take longer if it is allowed 
to be played. 

Also to keep in mind for the 
MIAA is the recent decision by 
Gov. Charlie Baker to put any 
further phases or parts of phases 
of re-opening on hold due to 
small increases new cases. 

When Phase 3 of the re-open- 
ing plan took effect on July 6, 
it limited the ability for people 
to play soccer, basketball, foot- 
ball, and lacrosse. While prac- 
tices could occur, games and 
other types of contests were not 
allowed at any level. 

This cancelled the Pioneer 
Valley Summer Soccer League, 
as well as the Spec Pond 
Summer Basketball League, 
and various other leagues that 
play in the summer months. 
Only baseball and softball 
games have been played during 
the month. 

With Baker putting further 
parts of Phase 3 on hold and 
rolling back crowd numbers on 
outdoor gatherings, it is pos- 
sible that football and soccer 
games may not be allowed to 
play unless an exception is 
made at the high school level, 
or numbers of new coronavi- 
rus cases significantly improve 
soon. 

But the decisions by schools 
also could make play of sports 
difficult. With some schools 
like Springfield, Longmeadow, 
and East Longmeadow going all 
remote, it could be difficult for 
eligibility to appear in games 
to be determined. Other school 
districts, like Southwick, are 
giving students and their fami- 
lies the choice of doing a hybrid 
model or remote only, which 
means some students will in

Jack Arena ‘83, who had 
been the Mammoths’ lone head coach of 
two varsity programs, will stay on as an 
assistant coach of the men’s golf team 
in 2020-21 and will continue to serve as 
head coach of Amherst’s men’s hockey 
team, where he has led the Mammoths for 
the past 37 seasons. 

Davis, the head coach of the women’s 
golf program since the 2016-17 season, 
becomes the second female head coach of 
a men’s program in Amherst College his- 
tory. She joins men’s and women’s cross 
country head coach Cassie Funke-Harris, 
who took over the helm of both of those 
programs in 2018. 

“I’ve been so impressed by Elizabeth’s 
leadership in her relatively short time 
at Amherst,” said Faulstick. “She has 
been a great mentor and teacher since 
her arrival, and I have no doubt we will 
continue to have great success in both 
programs under her guidance. She has 
all the tools to make this transition an 
amazing experience for both teams.” 
Named the 2016-17 Women’s Golf

Club), of Wellesley, and Davis Chatfield, 
of Attleboro, will be among the 264 play- 
ers in the exempt-only field. All three 
competed at the 2019 U.S. Amateur. 
Based on changes following the COVID- 
19 outbreak, all qualifying events for the 
U.S. Amateur were canceled, and the 
264-player field (down from the normal 
312) was set using a set of exemption cate- 
gories, expanded use of the World Amateur 
Golf Rankings and finishes in recent 
United States Golf Association (USGA) 
Championships. 

Matt Parziale is playing in the U.S. 
Amateur for the third straight year. 

The stroke-play portion of the event 
begins Monday morning. Following the 
completion of 36 holes of stroke play 
Tuesday, the top 64 competitors will 
advance to match play on Wednesday. 
The Championship will conclude with a 
36-hole match on Sunday to crown the 
U.S. Amateur champion, and the entire 
match play portion of the championship 
will be conducted on the Bandon Dunes 
layout, which will play at roughly 7,052 
yards with a par of 72.
